of tiora! beauty, sod filling the air with their 
gateful aroma, 

he ehopa, or ven:/¢s, are more reepectadle in 
outeile aj pearance, and kept in better order 
within than ie neval anywhere else in South 
America, and all these, with the bumbler dwel 
lings of the artizane, mechanics, and ail the 
poorer classes, ae located on the croas streete, 
wo that on entering the town from the country 
site, cr going up into it by one of the broad 
avenues from the sea, one discovers nothing of 
iLat incongruous mixelirg of gentility ard deg- 
radation, wealth aul wretcneduess, pride and 
poverty eo corepicuously cfcneive in almost all 
Seanieh towne On'y elegance and refined com- 
fort i4 apparent, until other features are cought 
for in the narrower traueaverse streete, Torre 
are many euper> gardens along these main 
avenues, and co all vides, except towards the sea, 
the suburbs are an almost contunuous grove of 
fruit and put bearing treee, aud ebr bs of all tro- 
picai varie ice, in'erepersed with well-cultivated 
girdens tua! produce a profusion of vegetables 
equal in quality to any in the world, 

And yet posseseed of all there fair «ralitioa, 
lea, as I have alroady observed, ia with « single 
exception the dir jest maritime town along the 
entire Weat Coast of Amerio:—dirty, but not 
nithy, in the general acccptation of the term. 
‘or are the Ieane in the least culpable for being 
the dirty set they are.S It is their misfortune, 
pot their fault. The site of the town, aa weil 
os” « considerable etretch of coast territory, ex- 
tidng from Pisco, lving withim the Chincha 
[-!iudn ae far ecutheast ae Atico,a hundred and 
sixty mileé io ali, is made up of a peculiar red 
diah clay, cacs}ient for pottery, and of which 
moat of the common culinary utensils used ia 
Porn ie manufactured. Now, although it never 
reins at Joa, eo that ihe tensciona red clay is not 
mice in‘o mortwwr bede by Jupiter Pluviaa, the 
copicus dews are auf cient to wet up a balfinch 
or ao of the aurface every night into an impel 
piric paste, and whatever thing the red mueb 
comee in contact with, wheter ciotbing, bumap 
ekin, wide of aniral, ehoe-leather, furnitare or 
five female fabrice, it adheres to like lamp black 
rronod i. oll, Waco the plastic masa haa dried, 
waich it does *..h about an hour and a half of 
morning eno, instead of becoming a hard-vaked 
eurfece, ae any of our North American clays 
wou'd do, it changes into a light, dry powder, 
blowing about with every breath of air, perva- 
cing every nook and crevice, painting faces, 
faruitore, birde, beda, and even the vianda upon 
the tab'e with a tinge decidedly eanguioe that 
wi'l nei her rub nor brush off, aud can only be 
washed out by copious ablations. Thus the 
pen, te of al! this region are literaliy the modern 
ei men and women of Peru,and Ica the dirtieat 
piace on the coset, if not in al! creation. 

We were fortuoate in fiading vacant three 
eormmodious dwellings adjoining each other, and 
eligibly !oc ted on the Clulle Piedade, command- 
ing ap extensive tea view. The proprirtora of 
the cass had been istely appointed to offive bs 
the uew president, and were avout to remove 
with their “amilies co Lima. B&o they loaeed to 
ve verbally ther houses anc grounds for as long 
& period as we should wieh to oceupy them at 
tLe rate of half an ounce, avout seven dollars 
audathalf per movih, which we might pay at 
come furnre time when we ehould visit Lina, as 
of course we were expected to do befcre leaving 
Peru, Considering tat our leasehold coverea 
horeee tn atyle equal to any in Ica—tao-toried, 
containing some sixteen spartments each, with 
two acree of gronnd attached, bearing an abun- 
fance of si sorta of fuita and culinary vege 
tahlea, the price of rent to be paid compared 
with press in New York or Phiadelphia, was 
certainly ag resonable aa could be expected.

dificult and dangerous; so that at several cf 
these maritime towne the bolsa becomes the eub- 
atitute for the ship's boat, and both pasrengere 
and #)! binde of merchandize are transported to 
and fro, between ship and shore, through eurt 
and breakers by means of dhese droll l’acitic 
drormedaries. 

In the parlanoe cf tne West Coast any sort of 
a raft or thing teat fos's and bears burdens is 
denominated a //ea, ond of these marine fabrics 
tuere are many varieties, come of them, as those 
of the Guasaguil, which we shail come to by- 
and-by, being great rafts carrying cargo, cot 
tagee, familict, piga, poultry, and not « few of 
them gardene of yro#inog vegetables. But these 
boating bol#as of the cosa: of Peru and Bolivia 
are fpstitutions primitively Pernvian, and eo ua 
like any other epecies of water craft in existence, 
that a brief deec:Ip ion of one and the manner 
of its mausgement may perhaps amuse the 
read or. 

The machine ia made meaioly of raw or un- 
dresaed bullock’s bide, the hair side outward, 
fastioned into u cignrabaped cylinder, from 
fourteen to twenty feet long, three to five in iw 
central diameter, rounding cf to @ point at each 
etd, and the bideehell drawn ae tigot as a drum. 
head over etrong, light bamboo loops, placed 
about a foot apart internally. Toe seame are 
cemented with a peculiar water-proof glue, the 
secret of which still belongs to the native Peru- 
viens, who mouopolize thie variety of bolsa 
building almost entirely. 

The cigar shaped clindere being first oon- 
structed # parately, two of them of equal rize and 
length are j ined together at one end, diverging 
at an ancle of about thirty-five degrees, making 
a V, and presenting an appearance something 
like a pair of immense twin cucumbers growing 
from one stem. Then across the middie portion 
of the two cylinders there is secured a strong, 
tight bamboo platform, woven like the cane seat 
of a chair and provided with loops and beckets 
for the convenience of passengers and securing 
cargo. 

Thus the balsa do yuero ie built, equipped and 
ready for sea servioe. it is usually manned by 
two men, though but one is engeged in pro- 
pelling it, the duties of the other being that of 
patron or commander, superoargo, porter and 
general superintendent of passengers and mer 
chand'ze. Toe pilot perches himeelf astride of 
the point where the txo oyludere join, curling 
bis lege under bim and claeping the sides of the 
machine firmly between his kuecs, and armed 
with a double biaded paddle some ten feet in 
length, he clips io alvernately each end with 
¥ gorous etrokes, sending hie bubble of a bo'sa 
out or in through the moet furious surf, forked 
end foremoet, with uverring p'ccision, great ve 
locity and perfect security to passengers and 
cargo, perebed up on the |.ttle central bamboo 
plat‘orm perfectly dry and quite comfortable. 

There was a@ fine French ship hailing from 
tordeaur arrived at Ica on the same day with 
ourselves, bringing a general cargo, and se the 
whole of it was to be diecharged an! her home- 
ward bound one taken io at that port, she would 
lie there some six weeks. Her commander, 
Capt. Louis Dupont; owner, Mons. Antoine De 
Cnaumont; supercargo, M Victor Papai, aa well 
aa her tirat and second officers, were all young, 
educated, polished, polite ard social gentiemen, 
with whom we were not very long in beoom ng

Professor Aganasiz on the Negro. 

Profvseor Agseeis appears pot to have ae high 
an opinion of the negro race as ie general in 
Boston. How be can live atthe “hub” with 
euch ecientific opinions is a matter of surprise 
He ia reported in a recent eclentific lecture ax 
saving :-— 

“]T have pointed out over a hundred epecific 
differences between the benal and nervous «ys 
tems of the white man and negro. Indeed, their 
frames are alike in no particular, There is not 
a bone in the negro'’s body which ia relatively 
the same shape, eixe, articulation, or chemicelly 
of the tame composition, as that of the white 
man, The pegro's bonee contain a far greater 
per centage of calcareous #a)t than those of the 
white man; cven the pegro’s blood is chemi- 
cally a very different ilvid from that which 
courses in the veine of the white man. The 
whole physical organiem of the negro diflere 
quite as much from the white man's as it does 
from that of the chimpanzee; that ia, in his 
bones, muscles, nerves, and fibres, the chimpan- 
zee bae vot much further to progretr to become 
& negro then « negro has to become a white 
mau. This fact aclence inexorably demonstrates, 
* * = Climate haa no more w do with the 
difference between the white man and negro 
than it hae between the uegro and chimpanzee, 
or (ban it has between the Loree and the ass, or 
the eagle and the owl. Each is a distinct and 
& separate creation. The negro and white man 
were created as diflerent aa the ow! and the 
eagle. They were designed to till different placee 
in the aystem of nature. The negro is no more 
a negro by accident or misfortune than the ow! 
is the kind of bird be ix by accident or miefor- 





tune. The negro i¢ nu more the white men's 
brother than the ow] ia ihe sister of the eagle, 
or the ass is ibe brother of the horse. How 
stupendous and yet how simple ia the doctrine 
that the Almighty Maker of the ‘sciverse has 
created in’ erent species of the lower animale, to 
fill the oil) rent places and cflives in the vrand 
scenery of nature?”

There ie annually #0 much good grass merci- 
lessly manelaughtered in making it into hay, 
that it becomes the duty of every publisher, 
editor and agricultural writer in the land, hap- 
pening to have a better practical knowledge of 
hay making, to begin with the haying season 
preaching as earnestly as they can at every op 
portunity better princij-lea, until a radical re- 
form in much of our bay making practice ehall 
have been achiewed, 

Ae clover ueually comes first in the routine of 
haying, and the season for putting mowers afield 
ia close at hand, let us bear in mind that the 
beat standing condition of c'over is when the 
plant ivee!f ia fully developed and the heads in 
full, but early bloom, before any considerable 
proportion of them have aseumed the elightest 
tinge of brown. Then, instead of being roasted, 
broi'ed and baked in the scorching eun until it 
is a@ black as Japan tea, as is too frequently the 
care with clover hay, the best plan is to cut 
after the dew is off in the morning, cure, spread, 
or in the ewath as much 6s can be done in five 
or tix hours of clear, drying weather, then 
twenty four houre more io amal! cocks, shelter 
ing from dew and rain, and haul in and put 
away with the leaves eti!l green, wilted but not 
in the least criaped or blackened by the eun. 
er grasses are beet cut when the 
etalke and foliage have attained full growth and 
the seeds are entirely developed, but etill ina 
m iky state.

RECEIPTS. 


Goop Lewoxang.—Cat up some rhubarb and 
steam it. When soft, mash to a pulp and add 
water; strain through a jelly bag into a pitcher, 
sweeten to taste and eyuceze in the juice of a 
lemon. One lemon to a quart of juice will make 
lemonade; for rhubarb takes al! flavors, but 
gives none. 

Kive Frarrers —A pint of corn meal and eo 
teaspoon of salt in a large bow!, Pour over 
boiling water from the kettle, and etir hard until 
it is emooth, Thin it with milk, and add gradu- 
ally a pint of rye meal, beating {t well. The 
batter should be as thin as it ia possible to turn 
the cakee—put on the griddle by the table 
spoonful. These are aa light, rich and delicate 
as if made with eggs, and are much more whole 
some and economical. 

Fine Rasrareray Vinroaar—Put a euiiicient 
quantity of ripe raspberries into a large wooden 
or stone vessel, and pour on as much of the best 
genuine white wine vinegar as will cover them 
well. Cover the vessel, and let it stand undia- 





turbed during twenty-four hours, or longer if the 
juice is not entirely extracted; when it ia, the 
raspberries wil! look whitish and ehrank; you 
must on no account bruise or etir them. Then 
strain the whole liquid through a large hair 
sieve placed over a broad stone pan; let the 
jujce run through of itself, without any mashing 
or eqneezing, the least pressing will cause the 
liquid, when finished, to look cloudy and dull. 
Have ready, in another vessel, the same 1an- 
tity of freeh raspberries that you put in at firet, 
and pour the etraived liquid over them; cover 
it, and let it again stand undisturbed for twenty- 
four houre or more, then again pase it through 
a sieve without any equeezing, A third time 
pour the liquid over the original quantity of 
fresh raspberries in another veseel, and let it 
stand untouched during twenty-four hours. Af 
terwards measure the liquid, and to every pint 
allow a pound of the best doublerefined loaf- 
sugar broken small. Put the whole into a large 
preserving kettle, and boil and skim it about 
twenty minutes. Then pour it into a clean 
stone veszel, and set it to cool. Cover it and 
let it etand all night. Next day tranefer it to 
bottles, which must be perfectly dry and clean. 
Cork them closely, and eeal the corka, It will 
keep for years if made exactly according to the 
above directions. To use it ae a beverage, puta 
large wineglaes of the raspberry vinegar into a 
tumbler, and fill it up with icewater. Mixed 
with hot water, and drank as warm as possible 
immediately on going to bed, it ia an excellent 
palliative for a cold, and, by producing a perapi- 
ration, will sometimes effect a cure. 

Gerwan Cuocorate.—Four large tableepoon. 
fuls of the best chocolate grated fiae, two quarts 
rich milk added gradually to the chocolate, the 
whites ef four and yolke of two eggs beaten 
light, but not eeparated; add one gill of cold 
milk to the eggs, beat well; add gradaally a 
coffee-cup of the chocolate to the milk and egg 
while het, beating constantly. Take the choco 
late from the fire, keep it hot but not boiling, 
and add the egg and milk gradually; etir con- 
stant’y, or it will curdle; tlavor with nutmeg, 
vanilla, or cinnamon, as desired ; sugar it to euit 
the taste. The Germane use no sugar. The 
egg ia to be added just before serving. Tais 
makes a very delicious drink. Serve in choco- 
late bowla, 

Woirrko Creaw —Put some good cream into 
& pan, with a euilicient quantity of powdered 
lump sugar to sweeten it to your palate; add a 
pinch of powdered gum tragacanth, and a little 
orange ‘ower water; whip the whole well up 
with aclean whiep. Add eggs and wine, or use 
some perfume, such as musk or ambergris, or 
impart a favor by dropping in a few drops of 
the essence of lemon or orange. The peel of 
either msy be used and bruised to a pulp, or a 
emall portion of pith of orange peel.
